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PLAQUE HONORING COMBS DEDICATED 
BY GOV. NUNN ON MOUNTIAN PK’WAY 


CAMPION, Ky. — Gov. Louie 
B. Nunn unveiled a highway 
marker at the Campton exit on 
the Mountain Parkway here 
Tuesday morning. honoring 
former Gov. Bert T. Combs, 
and made a similar dedication 
Tuesday afternoon at Shepherd-; 
ville on th e Kentucky Turnpike, 
commemorating the pioneer of 
the modern-day highway system, 
former Gov. Lawrence Wether- 
by. 

Eastern Kentuckians recalled 
a meeting two decades ago 
w hen Combs was practicing law 
in Prestonsburg. Combs stated 
at the meeting that the area 
needed a four-lane highway to 
link it with the Blue Grass 
section of the state. 

In the early 1960's, when 
Combs was serving as governor, 
he noted the interstate system 
in the commonwealth was run¬ 
ning north and south. 

“We need a highway system 
which would run lengthwise 
across the state,’’ Combs said. 

The Eastern Kentucky toll 
road became a reality on Jan. 
14, 1963. 

A fund drive for the plague, 
aimed at honoring the man 
who brought closer contact be¬ 
tween Eastern and Central Ken¬ 
tucky, was started nine years 
ago by former Hazard Mayor 
Willie Dawahare and culminat¬ 
ed with the unveiling by Gov. 
Nunn. 

“What we memoralize here 
on the Mountain Parkway,” Gov. 
Nunn told a gathering of 150 
person, “is not only the man 
who built it, but the personal 
Qualities which makes him a 
man to remember in Kentucky 
history. 


“There are several reasons 
that give a man foresight and 
courage and determination to 
plan and complete projects such 
as this,” the governor added, 
"but none applies better for 
this particular project and this 
j particular man than to say that 
the Mountain Parkway was born 
out of Bert Combs' deep appre 
nation for the people of his 
native Eastern Kentucky. 

“The efforts to modernize and 
| expand Kentucky's highway sys¬ 
tem are rewarded each time 
an appreciative motorist safely 
j passes this way." 

The inscription on the plaque 
reads: 

“A man of the mountains, 

I knowing his neighbor's needs, 

I dreamed of a splendid, modern 
highway Unking Eastern moun- 
! tains and the Blue Grass. As 
; governor, Bert Combs made the 
dream a reality." 

At Shepherdsville, Gov. Nunn 
said, “Because of Gov. Wether- 
by’s willingness to act, to plan, 
and to take the first step, ot- 
| hers have now followed his’ 
example. 

Nunn asked that the plaques 
be reminders “to those who 
come after us that Kentucky's 
remarkable progress has not 
been achieved by partisanship, 

' but by partnership . . . not by 
selfish motive but by nobl e pur¬ 
pose, and not by fear to act 
but our courage to achieve and 
to accomplish those things 
which are basic and fundamen¬ 
tal to the security and well 
being of our people.”

Americans seem to be in a 
paradoxical mood. They are 
deeply troubled about the state 
of the nation, and yet they are 
more satisfied than ever with 
the conditions of their personal 
lives. 

The seeming paradox is re¬ 
ported in a book called “Hopes 
and Fears of the American Peo¬ 
ple” by two experts on survey¬ 
ing public political attitudes, 
Albert H. Cantril and Charles 
VV. Roll Jr. The book, publish¬ 
ed earlier this year is based on 
public opinion survey carried out 
for the authors by The Gallup 
Organization. 

The authors found that “the 
average American feels that the 
United State has slid backward 
over the past five years.” Peo¬ 
ple are worried about civil un¬ 
rest, breakdowns in law and 
order, war and economic un¬ 
certainty to the point that near¬ 
ly half fear “a real breakdown 
in this country” may be in the 
offing.
